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PREFACE 


Excellence  in  environmental  design  requires  that  faci- 
lities be  totally  usable  by  the  greatest  possible  number  of 
people.   They  must  be  flexible,  convenient  and  safe  for  the 
broad  range  of  human  variations,  no  matter  what  population's 
physical  capabilities.   It  is  the  responsibility  of  those 
who  are  involved  in  designing  and  building  the  human  environ- 
ment to  create  functional  spaces  for  the  full  range  of  humans, 
not  for  just  the  "standard  man."   This  is  no  easy  task,  con- 
sidering that  most  design  standards  and  criteria  are  based 
on  a  concept  of  the  "standard  man"  at  the  center  of  the  bell 
shaped  curve  depicting  humanity.   Typically  forgotten  are 
Man  the  Child,  Man  the  Tall,  Man  the  Woman,  Man  the  Disabled.  . 
Yet  these  variations  are  the  rule  in  society  rather  than  the 
standard . 

This  bibliography  is  presented  to  promote  an  understanding 
of  the  broader  range  of  human  capabilities  and  variations. 

One  further  section  of  the  bibliography  will  be  published 
in  the  future.   It  will  a  compilation  of  related  student  thesis 
from  various  architectural  and  other  schools  .   Though  research 
in  this  area  is  not  complete,  a  few  titles  have  been  compiled. 
They  are  available  on  request  from  the  Paralyzed  Veterans  of 
America,  Inc.
